The industrial relations platform, 
which was submitted to thé refer- 
endum of the constituent bodies of 
the chamber in twelve sections, 
upon each of which a separate vote 
was cast, was drawn up after the 
close of President Witson’s first in- 
dustrial conference last fall. 

Leading proyisions of this plat- 
form include declarations that lim- 
itation of commodity utput by 
either employee or ‘employer, when 
done to create an artificial searcity, 
constitutes an injury to society; 
that “adequate means” should be 
provided for adjustment of indus- 
trial relations and disputes; that 
employer and employee have a mu- 
tual interest in the “successful eon -;

- WELL-MERI TED TRIBUTE. 


The message that Governor Dor- 
sey will submit to the general as- 
sembly Monday morning concern- 
ing the discharge of the commis- 


sion on the re-lease of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, its work 
having been completed, pays nota- 
ble tribute to the achievements of 
those who composed the commis- 
sion. | 

The governor is particularly. fe- 
licitous in commending the work 
of his predecessor, ex-Governor 
N. E. Harris, under whose admin- 
‘stration. the new lease law was 
shacted, and in, paying tribute to 
the splendid service of the chair- 
man of the commission, C. M. 
Candler, for so effectively guard- 
ing the state’s interest in the many 
details of the lease contract. The 
governor very properly suggests 
that the general assembly should 
make adequate’ acknowledgment 
to his “faithful and efficient 
service.” 

Another notable feature of the 
governor’s message is his tribute 
Felton, who, as a member . of the 
general assembly of 1888-9, was the 
father of the lease which became 
effective in 1890, and which \ex- 
pired only a few months ago. 

The governor could not make 

stronger his tribute to the lease 
‘commission which has just com- 
pleted its work than by comparing 
its service in thfs connection to the 
great work of Willfam H. Felton, 
who, as chairman of the house 
yomimittee, framed the old lease 
ind brought it to a successful con- 
slusion against even greater odds 
than those that confronted the 
general assembly in its last lease 
legislation. 
No state ever made a better con- 
tract than that negotiated as the 
result of the Felton lease act, but 
It may be said of the last lease 
that it was equally as advantageous 
as the former one, and it paid the 
state very much more. 3 

Three years before the last lease 
expired The Constitution urged the 
general assembly to take steps to 
protect the state in the matter of 
new lease legislation. 

It was urged by those opposing 
action at that time that there was 
„plenty of time“ and that the gen- 
eral assembly which finally en- 
acted the lease law should leave 
the settlement of the question to 
‘the next one which could enact 
legislation for a new lease only a 
‘year before the expiration of the 
old lease. 

The Constitution knew that this 
was dangerous ground, and Gov- 
ernor Harris, agreeing with our po- 
sition, urged the legislature to 
prompt action. 

It action had been delayed until 
a year before the expiration of the

(Dad says he would 
have used the word hollering and 
crying in place of etc, had he been 
writing the article) “will also pre- 
dispose to the same result (rickets). 
In fact, muscular exercise is the 
one great prophylactic *?“ rick- 
ets. Unfortunately, in t majority 
of cases of malnutrition, which ter- 
minate in rickets, active exercise is 
limited owing to nervous depres- 
sion, nuclear degenerations and 
muscular debility, but none the less 
every opportunity to ensure free ex- 
ercise ust be provided for all 
healthy infants. No matter. how 
correctly fed, or how good the other 
hygienic conditions, infants who are 
swaddled up in tight clothing 80 
that movement of the limbs is re- 
stricted, Invariably become ricke 
unless the diet is correspondingly 
reduced.”

regard to the senatorial and gu- 
‘| bernatorial contests in Georgia. 

This misunderstanding has been 
A no doubt. by confusion 
resulting from the much discussed 
rules: governing the: April 20 presi- 
dential primary. 

In the latter ease the Georgia 
primary law per sé did not apply. 
a presidential primary not being 
stipulated in the statutes. — 

In a general state primary, how- 
ever, for United States senator, gov- 
ernor: and state house officers, the 
Georgia law provides as follows— 

First, that for United States sena- 
tor or governor, the candidate re- 
ceiving the highest number et votes 
im a county (a plurality) shall re- 
ceive the unit of that county— 

Second, that the candidate for sen- 
ator or governor receiving @ majer- 
ity of such county unit votes shall 
be the nominee; and in the event 
no candidate for senator or gov- 
ernor shall have received in the 
primary a majority of the county 
unit votes, the two candidates re- 
ceiving the highest number of coun- 


ty units shall enter into a = 


primary. 

For all offices except 33 and 
governor the candidates receiving 
the largest number of y unit 
votes, or a plasty, 8 f * the 
nominee. 

Therefore, there can be no con- 
vention fight,” as has been suggest- 
ed by some of the state papers, it 
matters not what the outcome of 
a triangular contest for senator or 
governor in the first primary may 
be. That possibility has even been 
suggested by the political writer 
of The Atlanta Georgian, but of 
course, he wrote without giving the 
exact provisions of the law careful 
thought. 

The Neill law was paseo’ follow- 
ing the famous Macon convention 
of 1914 in order to prevent further 
manipulations in conventions; ~ and 
the reason that the recent presi- 
dential primary got into a conven- 
tion wrangbe was because the com- 
bined minorities overrode the rules 
of the state. committee, which ‘were 
based upon the law, but not a part 
ot the written law, as is the 
case with primarles for United 
States senator and governor. 

Therefore, to be perfectly plain, 
it takes. only a plurality vote for 
any candidate for senator or gov- 
ernor to secure the unit of any 


of such county units to nominate. 

. The popular vote in any county, 
on. im the state as a whele; does 
— enter into the situation in any 
way. 3 
To illustrate, there are three can- 
didates in the field for governor. 

Mr. Hardwick is supposed to have 
behind him, by reason of his antag- 
onisms to the administration, to the 
platform of the San Francisco con- 
vention, and by his well-known poli- 
ey of obstruction during the war, 
what is known as the solid “anti” 
vote. 5 

On the other hand, the candida- 
cies of both Holder and Walker are 
based upon. loyalty to the admin- 
istration, to the platform of the 
party and to the government's war 
policy. 

Say a county may poll 1,500 votes. 
Hardwick can receive 501 of those 
votes and Holder 500 and Walker 499 
and yet Hardwick shall receive the 
unit of that specific county, though 


999 votes out of a total of 1,500 
shall have expressed nnn to 


him. 

Suppose some other W shall 
give to one of the loyal democratic 
candidates a majerity over both the 
others, one of whom shall be Hard- 
wick, his surplus of votes-in re- 
ceiving the unit of that county, can 
avail nothing in offsetting or eve- 
ning-up the losses in another coun- 
ty; hence a governor can be nom- 
inated in Georgia—and the same law 
applies in a race for senator—with- 
out the winner having received a 
majority, or anything like a ma- 
jority, of the popular votes in 
Georgia. 

It is very iaportant that there 
shall be no misunderstanding of 
this Neill primary law. 

A great deal—the integrity of or- 
ganized democracy as well as the 
honor of a great sovereignty—is in- 
volved in this race or governor. 
Mr. Hardwick is notoriously an en- 
‘emy of the basic tenets of the party 
faith’ of 1920, and has been re- 
pudiated once. for his record as an 
obstructionist and as a party in- 
surrectionist during the war—

The shooting of t street car 
men followed a dienute over the 
payment of car fare by Caldwell.

The new 
scale places the price of an Eng- 
8 pound sterling at $4, instead 
of $4.87. The French, Italian and 
Belgian frane is worth exactly half 
its value before the great war, as 
$1 is now the equivalent of 10 
francs and 30 centimes, instead of 
5 frances and 15 centimes. The 
scale shows a lesser shrinkage in 
the Norwegian, Danish and Swedish 
roner.
